Meral Damages. 

' Our reports from the South of Ireland 
show that the national forces are making 
steady progress. “They have driven the 
mutineers from some of their chief strong- 
holds and have confronted them with a 
new menace by the landing of troops on 
the coast of Kerry, It ought to be obvious 
now to the leaders of the revolt that their 
desperate enterprise must fail. “They 
have, indeed, one military advantage 
which cannot be ignored. It is their 
consistent policy to strengthen their 
defences and to safeguard their retreat 
at. any cost, however heavy and irrepar- 
able, to the districts in which they 
operate. Everywhere they leave behind 
them a trail of destruction in the shape 
of mangled roads, broken bridges and 
ruined towns. The. national Army is 
forced to move with caution; and it is 
hampered still further by its consistent 
refusal to forget that it is an Irish army, 
fighting in Ireland. It. is a protector, not 
a scourge, of the Irish people. Its mission 
is to save, not to destroy. No other army 
has fought at any time with greater 
restraint and humanity than this hastily 
organised army of Irish boys, and in no 
other campaign have an army’s temper 
and discipline been put to a harsher test. 
The irregulars are making the fullest use 
of their advantage; but, while they have 
purchased it at a dreadful price, it cannot 
inspire them with any hope of victory. 
The skill of a Fabius would be useless 
to a cause that the mind and heart of 
nation have condemned. 

In the meanwhile the bill of 
accumulates. Already it runs into many 
millions, and the Irish people must 
pay every penny of it. The financial] 
aspect of the matter is sufficiently 
grave; but there are other aspects, 
hardly less grave, which in due -time 
will force themselves on the country's 
notice. President Kruger, on a famous 
occasion, presented the British Govern- 
ment with a large bill for “moral and 
intellectual damages.” Who can assess 
the amount of Ireland's bill for moral and 
intellectual damages against. the authore 
of the present revolt? Ireland is not 
merely a place where men earn their 
bread by industry and commerce. She is 
a land to which the history and character 
her people have imparted -special 
qualities and traditions. The world values 
her for. her péculiar ways of life and 
thought, for her social atmosphere—in 
short, for a thousand intangible things 
that can find no interpretation in tables 
of impogts and exports or in pounds, 
shillings and pence. She is a democratic 
country to which the accidents of fortune 
have given, in many ways, an aristocratic 
temper. Her national mind shows a blend 
of imagination and realism which hag pro- 
duced great men in all the fields of human 
energy. Marty elements have conspired to 
create this Treland; and a different Ire- 
land in the future would be a poorer 
Ireland, even if her Exchequer were 
crammed with gold and her income. tax 
were a shilling in the pound. She will be 
a vastly poorer Ireland in this sense if a 
speedy check is not put upon the present 
campaign of ruin. 

When the Irish Government declared 
that Ireland needed all her sons it 
recognised that a country’s personality 
is a precious thing. Our lended and 
titled classes have been a political 
minority tor many centuries, and in recent 
years @ powerless minority, Nevertheless, 
they have been an important leaven in 
the country’s life and thought. Their 
patriotism, though not the common form, 
has been true patriotism. Their gifts of 
leadership and individual enterprise will 
be once more at their country’s service 
They have been

mocracy cannot afford 
Ireland, which never will be a crude 
democracy, never will despise them. It 
is upon this class that the mxtineers have 
made their most furious and most deli- 
berate attack.

The Near East.

shades of ‘political opinion. That the 
British Empire has sixty million Moslem 
subjects whose prejydices may be aroused, 
and who may assume the réle of Imperi«l 
trouble-makers if Moslem Turkey is not 
fav , is beside the point. The Prime 
Minis nevér will lose the sympathy of 
the British people by refusing Turkey's 


unjust demands, whatever dijinns of 


Moslem discéntent may be conjured from, 


the political bottle thereby. Nevertheless, 
he must equally make it plain that the 
Greeks, whom the mass of Britons regard 
as totally lacking in political stability, 
and Constantine, whom they justly regard 
as a slippery and unprincipled Teuto- 
phile, are not to be more favourably 
treated. The mediation of the Allied 
Powers in the Turko-Greek squabble was 
due to the impossible demand of Kemal 
Pasha that the Greeks should first 
evacuate Asia Minor. It is not less true 
that the decision embodied in the Treaty 
of Sévres, to give Smyrna and the adjoin- 
ing district to Greece because of its pre- 
dominantly Greek population, was reached 
by an investigating comnmission, and not by 
the statesmen as a matter of political check 
and balance. The Prime Minister's point 
was that, while the Allies cannot counten- 
ance the occupation of Constantinople by 
the Greeks, Turkey must nos be allowed to 
take advantage of the fact by continuing 
her time-honoured practice of murdering 
Greek Christians, in the comfortable 


assurance that Greece is powerless to 


retaliate. 


Indian Civil Servants. 


While the Prime Minister was referring 
in glowing terms to the miracles of govern- 
ment performed by the British personnel of 
the Indian Civil Service, the Indian 
Government was advising the Provincial 
Governments against the recruiting of 
white men for the Indian public services. 
Its ground is that, under the new régime, 
they could hope to hold only the secondary 
and comparatively unremunerative posi- 
tions, while the higher and better paid 
posts would be ocenpied inevitably by 
native Indians. This is, in effect, a plain 
warning to young Englishmen and—since 
it may be assumed that the British Civil 
Services will remain open as heretofore 
to natives of the ‘sister’ isle—to young 
Irishmen that henceforward the Indian 
Civil Service, formerly a prize for the best 
brains of Trinity College no less than of 
the English Universities, holds out no 
prospects for brilliant young men in 
search of an administrative career. 
Jt is not astonishing in these circum- 
stances to discover that at the exami- 
nations which are now being held in 
London for the Indian Civil Service only 
twenty out of eighty candidates are white 
men; the rest are Indian natives, From 
the point of ‘view of the young men who 
are obliged to seek careers in other direc- 
tions it is not a matter of great importance, 
since the successful candidates for the 
Indian Civil Service were always young 
men whose outstanding ability was certain 
to command satisfactory prospects in many 
walks of life. From the point of view of 
Indian administration, however, it. is de- 
plorable. Mr. Lloyd George may not be 
able to see a time when the nucleus of 
British administrators. will not be neces- 
sary if India is to be wisely and pro- 
gressively governed ; but he is likely to 
see in the near future a time when the 
nucleus will not be forthcoming. 


Discovery by Ait. 


Since Peary reached the one and 
Armoundsen, closely followed by the heroic 
but ill-fated Captain Scott, the other, the 
Poles have lost most of their allure. 
Before they were reached there was always 
the possibility—utterly remote, perhaps, 
in the view of science, but receiving de- 
terminéd support from the romanticists 
and the public—that something marvel- 
lois and unexpected might be found there. 
Nothing, however, was found there. The 
waste of snow and ice that appalled the 
eye and sickened the heart at latitude 
eighty-one or eighty-five or eighty-seven, 
as the case might be, still stretched un- 
brokenly at latitude ninety. The only real 
discoverer of the Poles was the sextant. 
Nevertheless, the history of Polar explora- 
tion is rich in noble achievement and is 
adorned with the names of many. fine 
gentlemen and intrepid adventurers. So, 
"perhaps, it is as well that the final con- 
quests should have been made, and the foot 
of man set upon the remotest axes of the 
globe, before such space-devouring and 
earth-spurning engines as aeroplanes and 
airships came to add a wider orbit to 
adventure and a fuller range to man’s all- 
conquering spirit. So far neither aero- 
plane nor airship has been used for Polar 
exploration—we must except the balloon 
flight of ¢he ill-fated Major André— 
but Major Carr, the Quest’s air expert, 
declares that, if the Quest had taken alonz 
the Avro aeroplane that was originally 
planned to accompany her, not only could 
the Pole have been visited with ease, but 
new territory could have been discovered. 
It may be so; but in that event the allure 
of the adventure will have gone.

| SALVING DOCUMENTS. 


INTERESTING WORK AT THE 
FOUR COURTS. 


eG — 


Having regard to the valuable records which 
for many years had accumulated in the Four 
Gourts, and to the importance of trying to 
salve as many of them as possible, the Govern- 
ment lost no time in starting to clear away the 
débris. It consists of hundreds of tons of ashes, 
‘hortar, bricks,. stones, burnt ends of wooden 
beams, lead pipes, copper sheeting, iron 
stanchions and bressimers, type-writers, letter- 
presses, and odds and ends of iron fittings ime 
numerable. 

The roofs and everything under the roofs— 
three or four floors in some parts—with the 
contents’ of the several offices on each floor, 
have sank to the bottom—that is to say, all 
that the flames had not consumed. The tower- 
ing walls and broken jarches look very 
dangerous, and the men who are removing 
the rubbish have tobe very careful that they 
do not expose themsclyes to the ever-present 
danger of a wall or portion of a wall collapsing 
on them. 

There is also antes so, of Rr be 

iarded against—namely, the possibility of an 
ansan oi one or other of the basements; 
for it is well known that quantities of high 
explosives had been stored there by e 
irregulars while they Were in occupation of the 
buildings. 

The work of excavation and elearing in search 
of muniments, which are of great value, 18 

roceeding apace. ‘Twenty-two or twenty-three 
Sepertanente, judicial and civil, were hou 
in the group of buildings which were known 
as the Four Courts, and every one of these 
departments had charge of records of great 
importance. Almost all of these documents 
that had not been put away in «safes have 
probably been destroyed by the fire. i 

The workmen have unearthed strong iron 
safes that have fallen from some of the upper 
rooms, and in these receptacles documents of 
value have been found virtually undamaged. 
Strong-rooms in the cellar-basements have been 
opened, and it has been found that their con- 
tents suffered little or no damage. Other docu- 
ments of very considerable value and importance 
in a more or less damaged ‘condition have bees 
recovered. 

The members of the Incorporated Law Society 
will be pleased t6 learn that the beautiful 
bronze memorial to those of their profession * 
who perished in the European War, which occu- 

ied a place on one of the walls of the Solicitors 
buildin , has been salved, and that it has 
suffered no damage. 

Salvage. operations are necessarily slow and 
difficult here, and have to be conducted with 
great care owing to the dangerous condition 
of. the walls; but they are going on satis- 
factorily. Already they have resulted in the 
recovery of a great deal of valuable documents. 
In one of the safes a sum of £500 was found. 

The front of the building, on Inns quay, “Ós 
now surrounded by a high fence of corrugated 
sheet iron, and a wooden footpath has been 
laid alongside for the convenience of pedestrians.

Parliament is up for the holidays and 
will not reassemble until November 14th, 
unless the unforeseen happens, in which 
event the Speaker is empowered to recall 
members te Westminster at short notice. 
A great many members have alieacy 
anticipated the rising of the House, and 
even the Prime Minister, who spoke 
during the sfternoon on the Near Eastern 
question, failed to draw anything like an 
audience | 

The first business was the moving of a 
new wric for South Hackney to fill the 
yacancy caused by the expulsion of Air. 
‘Bottomley; and then, on the motion for 
the adjourninent, a variety of topics was 
raised, ranging from education to the Near 
East. Mr. T. P. O'Connor was much con 


{cerned about a circular issued by the 


Ministry of Education, which, in his 
opinion, was prejudicial to the interests 
oF Roman Catholic children attendinc 
secondary schools. The whole object oí 
the circular, he complained, was to shift 
the financial burden from the State to the 
ratepayers. Mr. Fisher expressed his 
deepest appreiation of the work of the 
secondary schools, and contended that tho 
Government had not acted ungenerousl) 
towards them. Major Gray’s view was 
that the Geddes Committee s recommenda- 
tions were not real economies at all. It 
was merely a shifting of the burden.

It was, perhaps, unfortunate for the 
prospects ot peace that M. Venizelos had 
not remained in power in Greece; but, 
however that might be, it was now our 
duty to hold a tair balance as between 
the contending parties. It was not a 
question as between Mussulmans and 
Christians, but a question of humanity. 
We were now defending Constantinople 
against the Greeks; and, but. for that, 
he had little doubt that the capital would 
be occupied by the Greeks within a very 
few hours. The main thing to secure was 
the fair treatment of minorities in this 
part of the world, and this must be an 
essential part of any settlement which 
Great Britain could possibly accept. Such 
atrocities as had disgraced the annals of 
Asia Minor could not be permitted to con 
tinue. The House then rose. 


A GENERAL ELECTION. 


The greatest reserve is being main- 
tained regarding the meeting in the Lord 
Chancellor's room of the House of Lords 
last night, which was attended by all the; 
Conservative members of the Government, 
including Mr. Chamberlain, Lord Birken- 
head, and Sir Robert Horne. The dis- 
cussion, it is said, centred round the 
present position of the Conservative Party 
both in London and the provinces, in view 
of the possibility of a ceneral election, 
which cannot be very long delayed. Re- 
ports made as to the position in the con- 
stituencies secured a clear expression o! 
opinion that the Conservatives in the next 
election should be left untrammelled in 
It may, howe ‘er. 
be taken as certain that the meeting 
showed no definite change in the attitude 
of Conservative Ministers towards the 
Coalition; but it was agreed that the 
gathering was not without, value to the 
party in their preparation for an election, 
whenever it may take place. 

Little attention was paid in London 
to-day to the fact that:it was the anni- 
versary of the declaration of war. In 
Belgium, we are told, all the church bells 
were rung; the hooters sounded, and the 
ships’ syrens were screaming for soine 
minutes, the noise recalling to the people 
the moment when the Germans fired the 
first shot on Liége. Here we had only 
the pouring rain to damp any enthusiasm 
which there might have been It is rather 
curious that the only members of the 
present Government who had a share in 
deciding whether Great Britain shout: 
declare war or not, eight years ago fo-da' 
are the two leaders of the Coalition 
Liberals—the Prime Minister himself and 
Mr. Churchill, then respectively Chan 
cellor of the Exchequer atid First Lord of 
the Admiralty. 


AIR DEFENCE. 


Mr. Lloyd George’s statement yrester 
day as to the intentions of the Govern- 
ment with regard to air defence has 
created a great mystery. The Prime 
Minister said that a force of five hundred 
machines would be provided for home de- 
fence at an increased cost of two millions 
a year. He did not make it clear whether 
the new machines would include the exist- 
ing machines allotted for the purpose, and 
the general assumption is that twenty- 
five entirely new squadrons are conteni- 
plated. ‘Sir William Joynson-Hicks, how- 
ever, maintains that there are to be forty- 
one new squadrons, that five hundred new 
machines will be built, and as a reservo 
fifteen hundred others will be provided 
Two million pounds never will buy al! 
these machines and pay for all the addi- 
tional expense that their use will entail - 
for it would buy only four hundred new 
machines, costing five thousand pound: 
apiece. All attempts to elucidate tho 
mystery failed to-day ; for even officia) ai 
quarters are quite hazy as to the real 
meaning of the Prime Minister's pro 
nouncement.

WON BY NATIONAL FORCES.

LIMERICK, Friday. 

To-day the national troops, in their turn, have 
taken the offensive, and have attacked Adare, 
oo the western flank of Limerick, and Kil- 
mallock, m the centre of their line. The 
nallonal posts for the last fortnight have lain 
around Kilmallock in the form of a sickle, 
HKruree forming the end of the handle, and 
Kivershield House,on the east, representing the 
point. Of late they have been strongly re- 
riforced, and this morni the infantry, sup- 
ported by a field gum and an armoured car, 
ea:ivanced along the whole line. : 

From the extreme right, the Dublin Guards, 
under Commandant Flood, struck south-west to 
the sloping Knocksmanna Hill, which commands 
the lime of retreat from Kilmallock to Charle- 
vile: and in the centre the Limerick and 
Kerry men pushed oi. from their positions at 
Rallycublame and Bellynamuddagh, due south 
to the town itself. The eastern party at Rivers- 
ES watched the road from NMNilmallock to 
Suttevant. 


THE OLD WAR HORSE. 


When we arrived at the centre of the line 
mear Dromin at about 7 o'clock, we found the 
field gun waiting in a lorry, and watched the 
dificult task of lowering it on sloping planks 
io the road. From here it was taken up «4 
muddy lane and over hedges and ditches to a 
previously chosen Eee: Two horses drew 
it. one an obviously frightened and unwilling 
cart horse, and the other, by the queer turn 
of cireumstances, an old R.F.A. horse who had 
often performed the same service in France. 
There was no mistaking its delight as it backed 
into the traces and cast a knowing look over 
1ts shoulder at the familiar scene, and then 
how it shook its head and strained its muscles—

Finally, it raced off straight 
for Kilmallock with General Murphy (who was 
in charge of operations) inside. The engine 
stopped just as it had come opposite an enemy 
machine gun, but it managed to get away with-

THE FIRST SHELLS. 


Right and left firing began, sometimes rising 
io a crescendo, but for the most part It con- 
sisted of two or three rifle shots, or short 
ursts from machine guns. The field gun un- 
lambered and tried a few shells om some trenches 
on the crest of the hill of Kilmallock, a posi- 
Lion about a mile and a half away; the shots 
were over-bursting on the reverse slope.

SLIGO’S LIVELY NIGHT. 


The inhabitants of Sligo had a startling ex- 
perience yesterday morning, when a loud ex- 
mg followed by rifle and machine-gun fire 

roke their slumbers. It was discovered that 
the Ulster Bank, at the corner of Victoria lane, 
had been badly dam by a mine. 

Under cover of darkness irregulars stole into 
the town with an armoured te , and directed 
their first attention on the the Ulster Bank. They 
forced a door leading to a back hallway, and, 
taking a ladder, got on to the parapet outside, 
and worked their way to the bathroom window, 
which they opened. Having got from the bath- 
room “to the main stairway the remainder was 
easy. 

A mine was placed under the door, 
and in a few minutes there was 
a terrible explosion. The door and 
the stone columns at the side of it were blown 
away, the stone buttresses at the side were 
damaged, and the heavy inner door leading 
to the bank premises was blown across the 
counter. ‘The iron bannisters were shattered, 
and the walls and the ceiling in every room 
were damaged, not a single window remaining 
whole. : 

Mr. emg the manager of the bank, and his 
wife, who were sleeping on the premises, had a 
remarkable escape. ‘They knew nothing until 
maf were awakened by the terrific explosion, 
and saw the plaster from the walls and ceiling 
fall around them. 

Many plate-giass windows in the neighbour- 
hood were broken. 

After the explosion the irregulars went to 
the “Harp and Shamrock ’’ Hotel, but fire was 
opened on their armoured tender from the Lewis 
gun that had been placed in the building, and 
this had the effect of stopping their progress 
in the direction of the Courthouse. © In the 
course of the firing the windows of several 
houses were pierced by bullets. 


DAMAGED RAILWAYS. 
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KILLARNEY HOTEL SEIZED. 


On inquiry at Kingsbridge yesterday it was 
learned that the Cashel line of the Great 
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{FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
CARRICK-ON-SUIR, Thursday Night. 

Carrick-on-Suir has fallen to the national 
troops under the command of Colonel- 
Commandant Prout. Our column entered 
the town shortly before four o’clock this 
evening. The rearguard of the irregulars 
left behind to cover the retreat of the 
main body is now in the hills a short 
distante away. 

When I. was writing yesterday's de- 
spatch the fighting at Castletown was of a 
very brisk character. The advance guard 
of the column had been engaged by the 
irregulars in a wood adjoining Killonery 
boreen. The soldiers held their positions 
and made a vigorous reply to the heavy 
fire that was opened on them from rifles 
and Thompson guns. The irregulars: were 
in force at this point and had posted an 
extended line of snipers through the wood. 
The engagement ended at about 11 p.m., 
but was opened again early yesterday 
morning. 

The troops, in extended formation, took cover 
along the boreen as far as Killonery, where the 
thickly-wooded country offered considerable ad- 
vantage to the irregulars. From about 10 a.m. 
the fighting developed in a semi-circular line, 
with Killonery and Cregg Wood as the extreme 
points of the line. At 12 o'clock. the eighteen- 
pounder was brought into action from almost 
behind Killonery House. Two or three shrapnel 
shells and some high explosives were . fired 
towards the positions held by the irregulars 
near Tinvane in the valley below. At the same 
time companies were sent out in the same 
direction. 


ATTEMPT TO TURN FLANK: 

Shortly after 3 o’clock in the afternoon the 
irregulars made an attempt to turn our right 
flank, and for some time kept up a remarkably 
heavy rifle and machine gun fire. Lying under 
cover behind the line I could hear shouts of 
“Up, Cork” and “ Up, Tipp.” They came from 
the irregulars, who were making a determined 
effort to outflank us. During this time the two 
forces at points were scarcely more than fifty 
yards from each other. The bullets cut through 
the trees overhead, in which, time after time, 
the whine of the answering bullets could be 
distinguished. 

The location of the irregulars’ snipers, of 
whom there were many, was no easy matter 
owing to the cover offered them by the wood, 
Some ofsthem were posted in the thick foliage 
of the trees. Shrapnel, however, proved efiec- 
tive in silencing their activities for more or Jess 
any periods.

Here 
once again the 18-pounder was brought into 
action. Into a stout oak climbed an observer 
to correct the range. The first charge was 
shrapnel. _Down “oa the valley the report 
of the gun reverberated. All eyes were on 
wood. A puff of blue smoke and an explosion 
denoted the bursting of the charge over the 
trees. “‘Found them?” the Colonel aeke. 
“Fine, sir, got them all right,” comes the 
reply shouted by the observer from his post. 
A few more eheils are fired, and then in the 
wood there is silence. The irregulars there 
have had enough.

“‘RBOLSHEVIST OUTRAGE. 


The Ajten states that the Bolshevisis have 
blown up the safety vault of the former Nor- 
wegian Consul in Moscow, and have removed the 
contents, consisting of securities belonging to 
Norwegian, ‘American, Serbian, Bessarabian, 
German, and Rumanian subjects. The Foreign 
Office confirms this statement, and says that 
the matter was reported by the Norwegian 
Commercial Delegation in Moscow. É 

The delegation states that the Bolshevisis 
had made other attempts to blow up the vault, 
saying that they were acting on instructions 
from the Soviet Government, but that their 
efforts had not been successful. The delega- 
tion protested, and asked the Soviet. Govern- 
ment not to take action before instructions had 
been received from Christiania. The Soviet 
Government, however, replied -that it could not 


not the privilege of extra territoriality, as the 
vault was not sealed with the Consular seal, 
and as it contained official documents belonging 
to the Russians. 

The Consul (M. Holmboe), on the other hand, 
states that the vault was sealed with the Nor- 
wegian and Rumanian Consular seals, and that 
no official documents belonging, to the Russians 
were in the vault. The Foreign Office states 
that securities of very great value have been 
taken. The report seems to show that the

DEBT REMISSION NOT FAVOURED 


PARIS, Friday. 

The Temps publishes an article summing up 
what France expects on the eve of the London 
Conference. The Zemps says, with regard to 
her war debts, that ais can pay nothing 
until she has reeeived from Germany the 
equivalent of the recoverable expenditure which 
she has incurred in advance. ' 

France cannot join ‘im any attempt to put 
pressure on America, She has confidence in the 
equity of the people, Congress, and Government 
of America... If, later on, after being re- 
imbursed for the advance she has made on the 
German account, France devotes a portion of 
the German payments to settling her debt to 
England, she will act in the same way towards 
the United States. 

With regard to the moratorium demanded by 
Germany, France could only contemplate it on 
condition that it was short and that the Allies, 
in granting it, provided themselves with 'pro- 
ductive security. 

The Temps further says that there is every 
reason to believe that the German reply to M. 
Poincaré’s second letter will be a negative one, 
and adds that should that be the case coercive 
measures will commence at noon on Saturday.

BIG YACHTS BECALMED. 


The regatta at Cowes came .to a conclusion 
yesterday with three handicaps for Royal 
‘Yacht Squadron prizes, and with the town 
Tegatta, in which there took part sailing, motor. 
and rowing boats. At night thousands 
assembled on the osplanade to watch a firework 
display, which inchided some set pieces, and the 
Royal Yacht, the guardship Barham, and the 
other craft in the roadstead were illuminated 
from stem to stern. 

‘The week has been a great suecess from 
every point of view. Yachting enthusiasts are 
entirely satisfied; they declare that this season 
has given a decided impetus to glorious Cowés. 
Fears had been entertained that the festival 
was in danger of an eclipse. The enormous 
cost of maintaining the huge craft which used 
to be such a feature of this world-famed 
regatta doubtless jeopardised the chance of its 
continuance as a leading yachting centre. | 

Scarcely ever has Cowes seen a jollier and 
more enjoyable regatta. Formerly it was the 
rendezvous of Royalty from all over Europe. 
Now it has become more of a domestic gather- 
ing. The King and Queen have been the 
centre of a huge happy party, and Prince 
George has contributed not a little te the en 
qormens of the occasion, He has been 
mmensely popular. 

The number of yachts of all sizes which have 
competed throughout the week has been un- 
precedented. Many of them, of course, have 
sailed over and over again, but enumerated on 
that basis well over three hundred have crossed 
the starting line in the five days. 


GENERAL HOLIDAY. 


The sun shone moderately for the greater 
part of yesterday, and an. immense throng 
from all over the island, as well as the main- 
land, made their way to Cowes. So far.as the 
Iele of Wight was concerned it was almost a 
general holiday. The town regatta was the 
attraction, and the islanders are very proud of 
it. Judged from the yachtsman’s standard it 
is not much of .an affair, but even the 
Britannia herself, if she were sailing, could 
not arousé more enthusiasm than did this 
little regatta. There were races for almost 
everyone living in the town. 

The limited area of water within which they 
took eer is opposite the green, which was 
packed with spectators all the afternoon. The 

oyal Yacht uadron events were subsidiary 
by comparison in the opinion of the multitude 
of pleasure-seeckers. The boats which com- 
peted were small sailing: craft, motor cruisers, 
dinghys, and gigs. ey were manned by 
young fellows, whose oceupations em- 
braced those of . Coastguardsmen, shop 
assistants, pcstmen, members of the Fire 
brigade, cabmen, Boy Scouts, and apprentices 
of Cowes. The crowds were: uncritical, but 
they had a thoroughly festive afternoon, which 
was added to by excellent music, played on 
the Green by the band of the lst Battalion of 
the Royal Ulster Rifles. 

In the meantime, the last day of the rea! 
regatta was spent quite enjoyably, if less 
boisterously, by the aristocratic section. The 
weather at first was rather bad, There was a 
heavy dowhpour in the early morning, and 
thoogh things brightened up later, the sun was 
never strong. It was fine enough, however, to 
permit of a big muster on the lawns of the 
Royal Yacht Squadron. The enclosure was well 
patronised all day. 


THE RACING. 


The racers in the three Royal Yacht Squadron 
handicaps got away to a south-easterly breeze. 
When they were well under way there came a 
lull in the wind, and the conditions proved far 
from ideal for yachting. 

The King, the Queen, Prince George, and 
the Duke of Connaught were on the Victoria and 
Albert at the commencement of the contests. 
Soon afterwards Their Majesties crossed in a 
pinnace to East Cowes, and paid another visit 
to the local shipyards, again inspecting the 
Britannia. : 

The King yesterday went aboard the yacht 
Elettra, .belonging to Mr. Marconi. A large 
wireless apparatus is installed on the yacht for 
experimental purposes. Mr. Marconi explained 
many of the wonders of wireless telegraphy, and 
the King was intensely interested in all he 
heard and saw. 

Officers of the Italian warships now at Ports- 
mouth have been entertained by Mr. Marconi 
on his yacht. Several of them were on the front 
yesterday, looking very well, in their somewhat 
ornate uniforms. Many luncheon parties were 
held ashore and afloat. In the evening, after 
dinner, Their Majesties witnessed the fireworks 
from the Royal yacht. Other pleasure yachts 
in the roads had numerous guests on board, and 
entertainments and dances were general. 

The Royal Yacht Squadron racing was the 
most disappointing of the regatta. In the after- 
noon a dead calm set in, and the big yachts had 
to curtail their course by half, 

In the handicap for yachts exceeding 30 and 
not exceeding 70 tons, for which prizes of £55 
Í were offered, there were four competitors. The 
winner was Mr. Warwick Brooker’s cutter 
Tuiga. and Mr. J. W. Cook’s cutter Thanet got 
second place. The others in the race were Mr. 
H. A. Andrew's vawl Candida and Mr. John M. 
Robertson’s cutter The Lady Anne. 

In the handicap for yachts not exceeding 30 
tons, for prizes of £30, no fewer than ten 
crossed the starting line. Sir Walter Preston 
was the winner with his cutter Nyama. Mr. 
Highfield’s cutter Cyra was second, and Mr. P.

Turk ; but she would make no peace that 
would place hundreds of thousands cf 
people at the mercy of the Turks. 


A JUST PEACE. 
——_+—— 


WARNING TO THE KEMALISTS. 


Mr. Lloyd George said that he agreed that it 
was most desirable that peace should be estab- 
lished in the Near East. It must be a just 
peace, a fair peace, and a peace likely to be 
enduring. Commender Kenworthy presented 
the case as if a friendly Turkey had been 
alienated by British policy. It was this friendly 
Power that slammed the door of the Darda- 
nelles in the face of ourselves and France, the 
two countries without which the Turkish Empiré 
would not have been in existence. Before that 
we had constantly protected her. In August, 
1914, when we were engaged in a life and death 
struggle, and when Turkey could have assisted 
us, she, without hesitation, and as the result 
of a conspiracy entered into before the war 
with our greatest enemy, did us the greatest 
disservice possible. He had no hesitation. in 
saying that the action of Turkey prolonged the 
war by probably a couple of vears. The collapse 
of Russia was almost entirely due to it. The 
occupation of Smyrna and the proposals of 
Sévres were not the work of Rritain. but were 
the outcome of recommendations of a Commis- 
sion appointed by the Great Powers, on which 
we were represented by Sir Robert Borden. 
That Commission recommended that Smrras 
and the adjoining country should he handed 
over to Greece, because it was predominantly 
Greek in population, wealth, and history. 

_ It was true that France had changed her view 
in the meanwhile. The fall of Venizelos and 
the return of King Constantine, wndoubted!r. 
had a chilling effect. But for that, he believed 
that French opinion would have remained un- 


| changed. Two efforts had been made to bring 


about a settlement in Asia Minor. The Con- 
ference in Lormdon failed, and it was followed 
by another Conference in Paris. It was there 
proposed that there should be a meeting of all 
the parties interested, but as a preliminary it 
was stipulated that there should be an armis- 
tice. It was no use attempting to discues terms 
of peace while the belligerents were cutting each 
other's throats. reece accepted this condi- 
tron, but the Ancora Government refused. The 
Constantinople Government, he believed, was 
prepared to accept. The result was that noth- 
ing was done. Mustapha Kemal insisted on the 
preliminary evacuation by the Greek Army. 
| but Greece replied that she conid not leave half 
a million Greeks until it was known what pro- 
visions would be incorporated in the Treaty 
for the protection of the Greek people. Our 
business was to hold the balance just ard 
fair between both parties. It was not a ques- 
tion of Mussulman and Christian. It was a 
pure question of humaniiy. It ought to be made 
quite clear that the Paris terms were not in- 
definitely open to Turkey. In the war between 
Greece and Turkey we were actually defending 
the capital of one of the parties. If we were 
not there, there was absolutely no doubt that the 
Greeks would occupy Constantinople within a 
week. We had the right to sav that we would 
make no peace which would place hundreds of 
thousands of helpless poople at the mercr of 
the Turks without some guarantee of their 
safety. {We were not favouring the Greeks, 
or giving them a sort of preferential treatment. 
The Greeks under other conditions would hare 
been entitled to wage war at full strength. 
They were not allowed to do that. 

One of the unfairnesses of the situation was 
‘that we were driven by the position we ' 
of not giving a fair field and no favour t 
to fight out the issue. 
sort of thing to go on indefinitely: The Kem.- 
lists hoped that they would at least ext. Sw 
this little country. We only wanted to see a jus 
peace established. The facts that had occurred 
during the last few months had made it clear 
that whatever happened there must be ade- 
quate and efficient protection of the minorities 
in this part of Asia Minor as an essential part 
of any ‘settlement that Great Britain eould 
accept. Protection must be effective in the 
verv constitution and eovernment of these par- 
ticular provinces. Greece was suffering un- 
deubtedly from the unfortunate divisions 
amongst her people. It was a marvel that she 
had been able to accomplish what she had, and 
they were prepared to go on for the liberation 
of the men of their race. People who hed 
made the sacrifices that ther had were worthy 
of the consideration of any country. He 
earnestly trusted that whatever happened the 
Christian populations of Asia Minor would be 
adequately protected against further outrages. 

Sir Donald Maclean said that he found him- 
self. i complete agreement with the Prime 
Minister.

SOME FAMOUS MEN. 


The Civil Service. certainly offers great scope 
to men and women who have a gift for writing. 
The hours of attendance at the office are com- 
paratively short and the work is not too 
strenuous. Consequently there is plenty of 
leisure at the disposal of the ambitious official 
who hankers after literary laurels. 

Austin Dobson, who died last. September, en- 
tered the Board of Trade as a junior clerk at 
the age of 17. He remained in this Depari- 
ment until 1901, when he retired on pension, 
having reached the rank of principal. During 
his career in the Civil Service he found time to 
publish several volumes of delightful poems. 

Several other literary lights also served in the 
Board of Trade. John Locke, who is known 
chiefly by his philosophic Essay on th 
Human Understanding,’’ was a Board of Trade 
Commissioner. His successor was the poet, 
Matthew Prior. Moreover, during Austin Dob- 
son’s sojourn in the Board of Trade two of his 
colleagues were Edmund Gosse and Cosmo 
Monkhouse, both well-known in the world of 
poetry and belles lettres. 

Geoffrey Chaucer, who wrote the immortal 
““Ganterbury Tales,” occupied the important 
post of Comptroller of Customs. Samuel) Pepys, 
the greatest of diarists, was Secretary to the 
Admiralty. This position undoubtedly afforded 
him many valuable opportunities for enriching 
his diary. 

Robert Burns occupied the humble post of 
‘ride officer’ in the Excise at the miserable 
salary of £50 a year. However, he would have 
heen promoted to a collectorship in due course 
had it not been for his folly im annoying the 
Government of the day by an imprudent politi- 
cai speech. Ae it was, he would have been dis- 
missed only for his frnendship with Mr. Graham, 
of Fintry, one of the Commissioners of Exciee. 
Burns never relished his duties as gauger. In 
one of his poems he laments the fact that 
“searching auld wives’ barrels’ should have 
stained his laurels. Some of his official papers 
are still preserved in the archives of Somerset 
House. 

Tom Paine also served in the Fxcise depart- 
ment, He was appointed to the service in 1761. 
After four years service he was dismissed for 
the very heinous official offence of showing in 
his books “‘ examinations which had not been 
made.” In 1767 he was reinstated and ap- 
wointed officer in ‘charge of Lewes district. In 
1773 he published a pamphiet entitled “ The 
of the Officers of Excise.” It appears 
that the officers wanted bigger ealaries and 
better conditions of service. There was cer- 
tainly some justification for Paine’s pamphlet 
in view of the fact that the annual salary of a 
“ride officer ” of Excise was per annum. 
The Commissioners of Excise did not aprrove of 
the pamphlet. Indeed, so great was their dis- 
approval that they dismissed the talented 
author in 1773. 

Charles Lamb, the genial “ Elia,' held a 
clerkship in the East India House, His duties 
were certainly not very onerous, but such 
as they were he performed them faithfully. 
How he loved his office is shown by his essay 
on “ The Superannuated Man.” It must have 
been a great wrench when he was placed on 
pension. Most of his best wosk was composed 
after official hours or during his liberal vaca- 
tion. 

W. Hale White, who wrote under the name 
of ‘‘ Mark Rutherford ' at one time served in 
the Admiralty as Assistant Director of Naval 
Contracts. Frederick Locktr, the author of 
“ London Lyrics,” also served in the Admiralty. 
Of Locker it is related that he always wore kid 
gloves in the office lest he should soil his hands 
with ink. :

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An Interesting Study. 
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HE women of Russia, under the Sovict 
néJimé, are a most interesting study. 
Three-fourths of them in the cities are 
compelled to work in Government 
offices, and, being quite untrained, 


they naturally add more and more muddle and | 


contusion to the intricate bureaucratic Govern- 
ment. 

One meets a blue-blooded aristocratic gir), 
gesvedis ex-maid of honour to the late 

mpress, working in a dusty, untidy office, side 
by side with a former factory girl, both cf 
them equally inefficient; or, again, a hignly- 
educated woman, with half-a-dozen languages 
at her command, meekly taking orders from 
an ignorant peasant or a bullying commandant. 

Although, in theory, there is general equality, 
the aristocratic damsels, however, connive to 
emphasise the difference and preserve their 
dignity. They do not “bob” their hair, as 
do the Communist girls, nor do they address 
each other as ftevaritch (comrade), although 
in the early stages of the revolution such mode 
of address was compulsory; their hands and 
nails, too, by some miracle, in that soaptess 
country, were always immaculate. 

But whatever difference of opinion there may 
be as to their efficiency, there can be but one 
verdict on their appearance, and that is al- 
together in their favour. I might say without 
exaggeration that the women of Moscow and 
Petrograd are the most beautiful in the world. 

Their beauty is a blend of. Hast and West. 
The large, expressive eyes. are full of the sad- 
ness and langour of the East, and, in con- 
junction with the pale, clear skin of the West, 
makes them wonderfully attractive. Though 
large-framed and inclined to be stout, their 
figures have all the grace and suppleness cf 
the Parisian; their feet and ankles have made 
them famous as dancers the world over. 

The Russian women shine by contrast with 
the heavy German women, who, even in tue 
smartest costumes, always manage to look un- 
gainly> I could pick out a Russian girl in any 
capital in Europe by the springiness of her walk 
and a general air of being made in perfect pro- 
portion. 

How these women have managed to keen up 
an appearance of chic and smartness during the 
past five years speaks volumes for the ingenuity 
of the sex in general. All shops were closed: 
neither were there any fashion papers, and 
only such sewing materials as they had in 
their possession when the Bolsheviks came into 
power. I believe, however, that latterly, in fact 
up to about six months ago, an allowance of 
two needles per month and a small skein of 
thread was made! 

All the «surplus clothes, furs, jewellery, and 
furniture which the heurgeois possessed had to 
be bartered with the pessants for food, who, by 
the way, may be seen feeding cattle and per- 
forming household ~ duties. garbed in an 
elaborate court gown, which had probably 
made its bow to the Empress. 

And yet they give the impression of being 
well and smartly dressed. One evening, as | 
eat with a friend in the Nikitskyi boulevard in 
Moscow, I was particularly struck with the 
fashionable appearance of the women passing up 
and down. “ Look,” I said, pointing to a 
dainty frock, cevered with handsome em- 
broidery, that looked to me more suited to 
church parade in Hyde Park than poverty- 
stricken, starving Russia, ' that toilette surely 
hails from Paris? ” 

My companion smiled. “ Why, that dress is 
composed of half-a-dozen of our famous Russian 
towels. You know,” with a sigh, “in the good 
old days, we prided ourselves on those, they 
were worked for us in the convents; now, that 
girl has joined them up with lace, and the effect 
is excellent.

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A REMARKABLE ROGUE.

Lhe foregoing was the tragic “confession 

oe 

penned by. John Sadleir, M.P., and ex-Lord of 
the Treasury, in his palatial home in the West 
End of London on a night in February, 1856, 
before he sallied forth, pursued by the spectres 
of dread and remorse, to put an end to his mis- 
spent life. As he was an Irishman, whose, life 
opened full of promise, it may he well tS go 
into some details of his remarkable career. 
The son of a Tipperary banker, and with one 
of the largest and most lucrative practices as a 
solicitor in Ireland, this man was a vourted 
and envied figure in many parts of the courtttry 
in the ‘forties of the last century. Sadleir was 
the spoiled child of Fortune—everything he 
touched seemed to turn to gold, which he 
squandered with a lavish hand in charity and 
costly living. 

feeling in 1247 that Dublin was too small a 
sphere for a man of such gifts, ambition, and 
activities, he crossed the Channel to exploit a 
wider field in London. His brilliant gifts and 
personal charm won him favour in high circles, 
and in due course he was returned to Parlia- 
ment for Carlow. while at the time there were 
who predicted Cabinet rank for him. 
Positions of responsibility came his way with 
great rapidity. and riches poured into his 
coffers only to be spent with amazing prodi- 
gality on pleasure houses, balis, banquets, 
costly equipages, servants, and last, but not 
least, a costly stud of racehorses. A few years 
added to his splendour and his fame, and when, 
in 1853, Lord Aberdeen appointed him as a 
Lord of the Treasury, the position was re- 
garded but as a stepping stone to the Chan- 
cellorship of the Exchequer. 
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Time passed and rumours began to be 
whispered in financial circles that the Lord of 
the Treasury was using his position for his own 
personal advantages, and these were followed 
by no ugly reports which reflected on 
some particular money tranastions. Thus, to 
those who knew more than they dared to say, it 
was no surprise when it was announced that 
he had been obliged to resign his position in 
the Ministry, an event which confirmed suspicion 
and set tongues going more freely. The next 
thing was that high-placed friends who had 
fawned on him and caten his sumptuous dinners 
began to “make excuses,’ and to turn a @old 
shoulder on him, while the humble folk who had 
grovelied at his feet passed him by. The climax 
was not long in coming, for news arrived that 
drafis on his bank had been dishonoured; there 
was no money to meet them!

These presentations are a token of the appre- 
ciation of the Brigade’s work in saving property 
in Sackville street during the recent ‘fighting.

THE BEGINNING. 


The Dublin Fire Brigade was first formed 
in the year 1862, and since that period its his- 
tory has been a fine record of devotion to duty 
and unflinching courage. Many of its members 
have been killed im trying to save the 
lives and prorerty of the citizens. 
The first of these was Fireman John 
Kite, who was killed by the collapse 
of a house in Trinity street in the year 1884. 
On this occasion two officers and six firemen 
were seriously injured, several of them being 
unfit for duty for over 200 days. 

In 1891 a fire broke out near midnight in 
the premises of Messrs. Lafayette, next door to 
the /rish Times offices in Westmoreland street. 
While a woman was being carried down ‘he 
escape it collapsed, and Inspector Doherty 
and Fireman Peter Burke were killed. Burke 
had been a member of the Brigade for only one 
month and 27 days when he lost his life. Many 
others have received injuries of a more or less 
serious natere. It is not often, gfortunately, 
that any fire fighting organisation has to carry 
on its work under the circumstances which 
prevailed in Dublin in Easter week, or

EASTER WEEK. 


During the great fires of Easter week, 1916, 
the approximate value of the buildings and 
stock destroyed was returned at £2,500,000, the 
total number of buildings involved being over 
two hundred. The history of the Fire Brigade 
during the week makes exciting reading, but 
can only be touched upon here. They were 
“held up” when on their way to burning 
buildings. While working at one fire the 
Brigade .was fired upon, and a man and 
woman standing beside one of the fire 
envines were wounded. while the brother of 
one of the Brigade turncocks was 
shot dead. Notwithstanding such surround- 
ings, the Brigade went calmly about its work, 
and, amidst the shooting, rescued a man and 
a woman from a window by means of an 
escape Their further efforts were for a time 
frustrated by the terrific rifle and revolver 
aud they had to return heir various 
stations. On the Friday of: the eventful week 
they once more ventured forth, but some men 
threatened the Brigade, saying that, if they 
did not clear off, they would be shot, and 
they had perforce to retire. These were the 
men of the Tara street section. Other sections 
were cargying on as best they could in other 
districts of the city. 

On the Saturday, receiving information from 
the Officer Commanding the Dublin District 
that they had the leaders of the rebellion in 
custody, and that the captain (Purcell) coulc 
tackle the fires in Sackville. street, the captain 
turned out all sections. He had made his dis- 
positions for fighting the flames when bullets 
whizzed among his men. The engines were 
shot at and hit, and the men had. most 
reluctantly, to abandon hose and engines, and 
make their way in batches back to their 
stations im motor ambulances. Until their 
final efforts (saving Jervis street Hospital),

TE FOUR COURTS. 


Its courage and devotion during the recent 
great fires in the Four Courts and Sackville 
street needs no re-telling. It may, how- 
ever, be mentioned that during the 
second explosion in the Four Courts 
three of the men of the Brigade were blown 
up, and so seriously injured that they were de- 
tainéd in hospital for several days. During the 
burning of the Y.M.C.A. in Sackville street they 
had to abandon their machines until the fol- 
lowing morning. On another occasion they had 
to extinguish the lichts on their engines and in 
the hand lanterns they were using, and stand 
throughout the night in their, wet clothing 
until permitted to retire in the morning. As @ 
result of the dangers through which they went 
one division (that of Buckingham street) now 
has a fire escape being repaired. The firing at 
this particular machine was so bad that it was 
struck by no less than five bullets—three 
throuch the dash-board, one through a lamp, 
and another through the pole. 


OFFICIAL STORY OF BURNING OF 
THE CUSTOM HOUSE. 


The following is the official account of the 
burning of the Custom House on May 25, 1921 

“May 25th—at 1.45 p.m., by telephone 
Custom House. Owners, British Government. 
On Wednesday, May 25th, at 1.5 p.m., a sec- 
tion of the LR.A. entered the Central Fire 
Station. The officer in command said he had 
orders to ‘hold up’ the station for one hour. 
Simultaneously the three sub-statidns were 
raided and the same order civen. In connection 
with Thomas street Station, a party of LR.A. 
took. the motor engine to Crumlin, and kept it 
there for about an hour. 

“At 1.45 p.m. a telephone message was re- 
ceived notifying occurrence of fire in Custom 
House. Brigade was still prevented from turn- 
ing out. At about 1.50 the I.R.A. officer com- 
mandeered one of our motor ambulances and 
drove off with his men, ordering us not to leave 
the station for ten minutes. The ambulance 
was returned later by one of our drivers, who 
was compelled to drive. 

“A few minutes before 2 p.m. a force of 
Auxiliaries arrived, and directed the attendance 
of Brigade at outbreak in Custom House. Three 
sections immediately turned out—Thomas street 
Section arriving later for the reason already 
mentioned. . On arrival I found that |fire had 
made headway to very great extent. Worked 
eight. lines of hose from hydrants, also four 
from motor pumps, taking supply from Liffey. 

“It was apparent: from the outset that the 
building was doomed. Considering that the 
Brigade were. delayed nearly an hour, that the 
building was not only very old, but also 
saturated with petrol, and the circumstances 
under which we had to work, there could only 
be one termination. However, the staff of the 
four stations worked from.1.45 p.m., 25th May, 
to 8.20 p.m. 26th May, without break. Relays 
of men with watch-lines were in attendance 
night and day for fourteen days after." 

While supervising during the first night of 
the fire some masonry and beams fell on 
Captain Myers, injuring him. Ager being 
medically treated in hospital, he wh removed 
home, and confined io bed for “nearly two 
weeks. 


TRAINING.

This implement is merely a long pole, with a 
hook at one end, and projections at intervals 
along its length. Having secured ‘it to a 
window-sill, the fireman proceeds to clamber np 
by means of the projections. ©Reaching the 
first window, if he requires to go higher, and 
the sup fire necessitates his doing so 
outside the building, he stands on the window 
sill, pulls the hook and ladder up, and, by 
hooking it to the next window above him, con- 
tinues his ascent. Having reached his goal, he 
has to know: the. correct mode of using the 
life-line—or “ drop-line,” as it is called—which 
he has brought with him for lowering the 
inmates. i 

The next test of his good nerve and courage 
sise from one of the windows of the 
drill tower, from, say, a height of twenty feet 
into the jumping net. He is first allowed to 
jump from a lower elevation, and increase as ‘he

The driver grips the rope, gives a 
pull, and the massive doors, which hitherio 
have been closed, fold back in sections to the | 
walls, while the cars, wagons, and escapes are | 
off on their flying rush to the scene of the re- 
ported fire. 

From beginning.te end there is no flurry, no 
confusion, or loss of time. Before horses had 
been ousted by the motor, the horses of the 
Dublin Fire Brigade were so well trained that 
when the alarm bells rang they walked, ón their 
Own initiative, from their stables, and backed 
in under the elevated shafts of the machine 
to which they belonged. 

As an _éxample of the wonderful instinct 
and intelligence of the Brigade horses, it may 
be recounted that some few vears ago, owing 
to the haste of the Brigade man, whose duty 
it was fo “hitch up” the horse to the then 
Captain’s (Purcell) gig, the latter found his 
reins “ uncoupled”’ whilst his horse was tear- 
ing in the early hours of the morning up 
Grafton street. The captain tried to climb 
along the animal’s back to gain control, but 
was thrown violently to the ground. The horse, 
which was usually employed under an ambu- 
lance wagon, fled at headlong speed along 
Grafton street, St. Stephen’s Green. down Mon- 
tague street, crossed Camden street, and, rtish- 
ing down Camden lane, dashed through the 
closed gates of the Meath Hospital, leaving the 
greater part of. the gig at the gates, and 
stopped at the steps leading up to the hospital 
doors, where it permitted itself to be held by 
a night nurse who was on duty. e 


WORK-OF THE BRIGADE. 


There are four sections of the Dublin 
gade—Tara street (Chief), Buckingham stre: 

Dorset street. lt is 
under the captamey of J. J. Myers, and since 
his promotion to “ Chief" he has introduced 
many changes for the better.

TRIAL TRIP AT BELFAST. 


The Port Auckland left the North Yard of 
Messrs. Workman, Clark'and Co., Lid., Belfast, 
on the órd inst., and proce down the 
Lough to adjust compasses and carry out official 
trials. This vessel ie a handsomely modelled 
twin-screw steamer, built to the order of Messrs.

a gross tonnage of about 8,310 tons. There are 
five large cargo holds arranged for the carriage 
of meat and general cargoes, and the cargo 
gear is of the latest type, the large number of 
winches and derricks being specially arranged 
for the expeditious handling of cargoes.
